London. April 29 —“Our operations 
in conjunction with the French have, 
definitely 
»topped

In these words« Field Marshal Sir 
John 
French, com m anderin-chlef of 
the British forces on the continent, 
announces the conclusion of another 
German attack to break through the 
allied linen around Ypres and along 
the Yacr canal, which brought about 
one of the most Hungutnnry battles of 
• the war. 
This, however, only brings to an 
end the first phase of the battle, for 
the allies have yet to win back the 
ground which they lost in the great 
German sweep. 
For this purpose they 
are now delivering counter attacks 
against the German lines. 
Duly 
at 
one 
place 
Htecnstraate, 
have the Germ ans managed to keep 
their footing on the western bank of 
the canal, while to the north of Ypres 
the positions remain much as they 
were, the allies making no claims to 
an advance there and the Germans 
reporting that all the British attacks 
have been repulsed. 
To hold these lines the Germans 
have brought

further 
reinforce 
incuts 
and 
Belgium, 
behind 
them, 
haw 
been denuded of troops. 
The 
(towns and villages in Belgium are 
being guarded by only a handful of 
sentries.

Berlin correspondents give the Aus­ 
trian« credit for the capture of a num­ 
ber of Important heights near Czsok 
pass and alHo assert that they have 
driven the llusHlana out of ltukowina. 
But this in not backed by the Aus­ 
trian official report, which says that In 
Hukowina no im portant event iiaa oc­ 
curred, and simply speaks of Russian 
attacks being repulsed in the Carpa­ 
thians. 
There also has been a renewal of 
activity on the Fast Prussian front, 
where the Germans report minor suc­ 
cesses for their troops. 


FRENCH MAKE AERIAL RAID 


Drop 
Numerous Bombs on 
German 
Dirigible Sheds. 
Paris, April 29. 
The following offi­ 
cial statem ent was Issued by the war 
office: 
“On April 28 one of our aeroplanes 
dropped six projectiles on the hangars 
of the dirigibles at Frledric hshafen. 
The aviator observed clouds of smoke 
rising from the roofs of one hangar. 
Twenty-one shells have been dropped 
on the station, the bridges and a far* 
toiy it l^eopoldshoe ( Badeni. 
During 
tills bombardm ent one of our aero­ 
planes fell within the German lines. 
‘ During the course of the day four 
Get man machines were pursued and 
reached by our aviators. 
One fell 
ablaze within the lines of the enemy 
near Brlmont, 
Two others came to 
the earth near our trenches—one in 
Champagne and the other in the re­ 
gion of A ncre—and were destroyed by 
our artillery. 
“The fourth fell within our lines at 
Mui/.on, west of Uhelms. 
The two 
German aviators, who were not wound­ 
ed, were taken prisoners.” 


Confirms Death Sentence. 
Berlin, April 29/—The supreme mili­ 
tary court has confirmed the sentence 
of death imposed Dec. 29 on William 
Lonsdale of l-eeds, England, a private 
in the British army, for attacking a 
German 
noncommissioned officer at 
the military prison camp at Boeber- 
itz, 
The verdict of the court is sub­ 
ject to the approval of Emperor Will­ 
iam and the sentence possibly will be 
commuted.

When Ship Sinks. 


Pari«, April 29.—A com munication 
from the m inistry of m arine reciting 
the torpedoing of th e F rench cruiser 
Leon G am betta by the Austrian sub­ 
m arine U-5 was given out. 
It reads: 
“T he arm ored cruiser I .eon G am bet­ 
ta, cruising at the entrance of the 
O tranto canal, was torpedoed Mon­ 
day night and went to the bottom in 
ten minutes. 
“All the officers on board perished 
at 
tlielr 
posts. 
One 
hundred 
and 
thlrty*six m em bers of the crew, in­ 
cluding eleven under officers, were 
rescued by vessels sent out by the 
Italian authorities. 
“T he list of survivors has not yet 
been received at the m inistry of m a­ 
rine.” 
The l#eon G am betta's crew num ber­ 
ed 714, Including twenty-two officers. 
A m ajority of the men were asleep 
when th e cruiser was struck.

saved were virtually without clothing. 
They were taken from tho w ater In

ANOTHER NOTE TO BERLIN 


America Accepts German Offer to Pay 
for Sunken 
Ship. 


Washington, April 29.— Another note 
from the United States government 
Ho Germany concerning the sinking 
of the American ship W illiam P. Frye 
by the commerce raider Prinz Kitel 
Friedrich w'as dispatched to Berlin. 
It is understood to accept the Ger­ 
men proposition to compensate the 
owners of the Frye, under tile terms 
of the old Prussian-Americnn treaties 
of 1799 and 182*, regardless of any 
prize court decision. 
These treaties provide that contra 
hand 
belonging to the subjects of 
either party shall not he confiscated 
by the other in any case, hut may he 
detained or used only in consideration 
of payment of the full value. 
The American note will be made 
public as soon as Ambassador Gerard 
gives notice that he has received its 
text, probably next Saturday.

THE COURT OF CLAIMS. 


Various Kind* of C ates Ovsr W hich It 
Has J u r isd ic tio n . 
Tho court of claims of the United 
States was established by net of con­ 
gress Feb. 24. 1855, and it was pro­ 
vided that it should have jurisdiction 
of all “claims founded upon the con­ 
stitution of tho United States or any 
law of congress, except for pensions, 
or upon any regulations of an execu­ 
tive department, or upon any contract, 
express or implied, with the govern­ 
ment of the United States, or for dam­ 
ages liquidated 
or unliquidated, in 
cases not sounding in tort in respect 
of which the claims of the party would 
be entitled to redress against the Unit­ 
ed States, either in a court of law, 
equity or admiralty, if the United 
States 
were sueable, except claims 
growing out of the late civil war aud 
commonly known as war claims,” and 
certain rejected laud claims. , 
It has jurisdiction also of claims of 
like character which may be referred 
to it by any executive department in­ 
volving disputed facts or controverted 
questions of law. where the amount 
in controversy exceeds 83,000, etc., and 
there is no appeal except on questions 
of law which may be sent up to the 
supreme court on the part of the de­ 
fendants when the amount in con­ 
troversy exceeds $3,000. 
The findings 
of fact by the court of claims Is final. 
There are provisions as to the statute 
of limitations after six years aud many 
rules aud modifications of the judicial 
code.

by the City Council— lo $93.33 per 
month, ’claiming it was cheaper at 
that rate than steam. 
However, when Mayor Ousdabl’s 
report was circulated, the Mahlum 
Lumber company was metered and 
contrary to Ousdahl’s figuring, the 
city has lost about $1350 to date on 
that deal, as against fiat rate of

The loss to the city was a big one, 
through this investigation; but some 
were satisfied and it ended as it be­ 
gan— a FARlOE. 
(After all the com­

our 
affairs. 
His report 
ipeaks for itself. 
We have had two sessions of th* 
(’hatter CVimmisaion, witli Uh main 
object of eliminating the water and 
light hoard; but better judgment has 
prevailed in each instance and per­ 
sonally I think (I can now speak as 


d.fferent members during this period, 
without mentioning, that all have 
perhaps been good consciencious men, 
but with different ideas and to In­ 
sure success you must work in har­ 
mony. 
I do not intend to convey the idea 
that a laboring man is unfit for such 
duties as are required by the board; 
but I do contend that if it takes 4 
years to develop into a machinist, 
that same individual cannot become 
an exgnrt on water, light and dray­ 
age in less than 30 days. 
The salary received by tho mem­ 
bers is not a large sum; but we have 
had members drawing $100 as salary 
for two years work, yet all that mem­ 
ber can show for salary received is a 
motion to have the city tiro team do 
the city draying. 


Conclusion 
You have several problems con­ 
fronting you and your time will be 
pretty well taken up during the next 
few years. 


Your first move is a new water 
supply, 
lf you do not find sufficient 
water at Spring Bay, where a test is 
now going on, or lf the 
test should 
prove it unfit for public use, then 
your only solution is to filter the Mis­ 
sissippi river water. In either case it 
will be unwise to continue to furnish 
the 
Northern 
Pacific shops with 
water. 
Another matter will be the 
installation of water meters to chack 
the waste and leakage. 


In fixing a meter rate for water, 
you should be very careful and con­ 
sider it thoroughly. 
I still contend 
that the small consumer will receive 
fhe biggest jolt. 


The present system of mains covens 
the city pretty will. 
The mains in 
places are old and worn out and will 
have to be replaced, in fact the water 
end of the business will trouble you 
fur some time yet; but don't get dis­ 
couraged; with your present water 
rat<> you can gain a little ground 
each year. 


When a new water supply is ready 
for distribution, I would suggest that 
an

business section of the city. 
After you move Into your new 
quarters iii tit* City Hall, you will 
find it inconvenient and unprofitable 
to handle supplies and my suggestion 
would be to discontinue house wir­ 
ing and selling supplies with the ex­
